The Prohibition Candidate for Governor 
Makes a Magtetly Argument 
for His Party. 


The oironit conrt room had a respect- 
able and attentive aadience last night to 
listen to the address of Hon. J. S. 
Hnghee, the prohibition candidate for 
governor of the state. The convention 
of the party daring the day ioi the nom- 
ination of county cflScenLhad drawn to 
the city a number of its adherents from 
different sections of the county and 
many of these remained to hear their 
btandard bearer in tho evening. 


Mr. Hughes is a maguifioent speaker, 
and as he championed the cause of pro- 
hibition, he grew earnest and eloquent 
and made a masterly argument for the 
destruction of the rum traffic. 
It was 
an appeal to the voters to leave their 
old parties, which he said would never 
give them prohibition because they were 
afraid of the issue, and join with them 
in the destruction of the greatest crime 
that curses the nation. He urged repub- 
lioacs aud democrats who were friends 
of temperance and prohibition to join 
their rauks and make the party one that 
would hold the balance of the political 
power, as the liquor dealers and their 
friends do now. 


This, he said, oould be done, if pro- 
hibitiouists would remain true to their 
principles and vote them at the polls. 
In a few years the two great ¡wlitical 
party's would be bidding for their vote 
aud prohibition would ride triumphantly 
to victory over the dead body of ihe 
party and the men who failed to espouse 
it. 


His speech throughout was a masterly 
argument, and presented in such a 
pleasant and earnest manner that he 
Held the attention of the audience until 
its close.

CuLVMBCS, O., June 29.—The mem- 
bers of the demooaatio committee ap- 
pointed to notify ex-Senator Allen • G. 
Thnrman of his nomination to the office 
of vice-president arrived in the city on a 
special train, bat it was afternoon be- 
fore anything was done. 


The committee was appropriately re- 
ceived by committee of local democratic 
clubs and was grandly entertained. It 
was a fine body of men and all the regu- 
lar committee were present except the 
representatives from Oonnecticat, Dela- 
ware, Florida, Kansas, Maine, Mary- 
land, Mississippi, Missouri, Nebraska, 
New Hampshire, New Jersey, Pennsyl- 
vania, Rhode Island, Virginia, Arizona 
and New Mexico. Accompanying the 
committee also were Gen. P. A. Oollins, 
of Massachusetts and the Hon. S. M. 
White, of Oalifomia. 


At 1 o'clock the committee started for 
Judge Thurman's residence, and it was 
announced that the meeting would be in 
that portion occupied by his son. 
The 
party was received in the north recep- 
tion room of Mr. A. W. Thurman's resi 
dence, which had been decked with 
flowers and plants. 
Gen. O jllins and 
Major Jacob, of Louisville, stationed 
themselves at the head of the room in 
front of the window. 
The other mem- 
bers of the committee and the various 
gentlemen having arranged themselves 
in a semi-circle, awaited the entrance of 
Judge Thurman, who speedily made his 
appearance from the drawing-room on 
the south. Judge Thurman was greeted 
with a burst c f applause as he came for- 
ward, leaning on the arm of his son, Mr. 
A. W. Thurman. 


It was an impressive sight. 
As soon 
as Judge Thurman had taken his seat 
and bowed to the gentlemen standing 
ready to receive him, Gen. Collins ad 
vanced and, after shaking him by the 
hand, «poke as follows: 
"J udge Thurman: 


"We bear a message from the great 
council of your party. It is but a formal 
notice of your nomination by that body 
for the high office of vice president of 
the United States. 
Rich as oar lan- 
guage is in power and expression, it 
contains no words to adequately convey 
the sentiment of that convention as its 
heart went out to you. 
I present my 
friend, the Hon. Ciiarles D. Jacob, may- 
or of Louisville." 


Mr. Jacob, who is a gentleman of ex- 
ceedingly 
handsome 
appearance, 
stepped forward, and, in an earnest 
voice, read the formal letter of of notifi- 
cation. 
It was signed by all the mem- 
bers of the committee. 


Amid the profound silence Judge 
Thnrman spoke as follows: 


"Mb. Ohaibhan and GbntziBhicn of 
THE CoMHiTTBB—I pray you to accept 
my very sincere thanks for the kind and 
courteous manner in which you have 
communicated to me the official infor- 
mation of my nomination by the St. 
Louis convention. You know without 
saying it that I am profoundly grateful 
to the convention and to the democratic 
party for the honor conferred upon me, 
and the more so that it was wholly un- 
sought and undesired by me. Not that 
I undervalued a distinction which any 
man of our party, however eminent, 
might highly prize, bnt simply because 
I had ceased to be ambitious of public 
life. But when I am told in so earnest 
and impressive a manner that I can still 
render service to the good cause to 
which I have ever been devoted—a 
cause to whicn I am bound by the ties 
of aff^ection, by the dictates of judgment, 
by a sense of obligation for favors so 
often conferred upon me, and by a fer- 
vent hope that the party may long con- 
tinue to be able to serve the republic— 
what can I, under such circumstances, 
do bnt yield my private wishes to the 
demand of those whose opinions I am 
bound to respect. 
| Applause. 1 


"Gentlemen, with an unfeigned diffi- 
dence in my ability to fulfill the expect- 
ations that led to my nomination, I yet 
feel it my duty to accept it, and do all 
that may be in my power to do to merit 
so marked a distinction. 


"Gentlemen, th» country is blessed 
with an able and honest administration 
of the general government. [Applause.] 
We have a president who wisely, grave- 
ly. diligently and patriotic^ly 
dis- 
charges the duties of his high office. 
[Applause. | I fully believe that the best 
interests of the country require his re- 
election, and the hope that I may be 
able to contribute somewhat to bring 
about the result is one of my motives 
for 
accepting a place on our ticket, and I 
also feel it my duty to labor for a redac- 
tion of taxes and to put a stop to that 
accumulation of a sarplus in the treas- 
ury that, in my judgment, is not only 
prejudicial to our financial welfare, bnt 
is, in a high degree, dangerous to honest 
and constitutional government.

'I suppose, gentlemen, that I need 
say no more lo-day. In due time and 
in accordance with esti^lished usage I 
will transmit to your chairman a written 
acceptance of my nomination with such 
observations upon public questions as 
may seem to me to be proper."

Two Prominent Fort Wayne Physicians 
Come Over to the Democracy. 


The Indianapolis Sentinel says: 
Drs. Miles F. Porter and H. V. Swer- 
ingen, of Fort Wayne, are in the city as 
witnesses in a damage case on trial in 
the federal court. 
These gentlemen 
have hitherto been ardent workers in the 
republican camp, but now propose to 
support the democratic ticket.

unavailability. 
He is a high protectionist and stands 
upon a high protection platform. 
I do 
not like the platform and consequently 
cannot support Gen. Harrison." 


"Would the same objection have been 
held out against Judge Gresham." 


"No, it would not. 
I have faith 
enough in Judge Gresham to believe 
that if he had received the nomination 
and been elected he would never have 
vetoed such a measure as the Mills bill 
We have every reason to believe that 
Gen. Harrison woald do this in the 
event of his election. 


'The repulican party has made a 
grand mistake in not nominating the 
only man who had a shadow of a chance 
to carry the couutry. Walter Q. Gres- 
ham was that man. Gen, Harrison se- 
cured the official indoiaement of the 
state through the machine and we can- 
not be made to believe that he was the 
choice of the people at large. 


"And I see by the morning papers," 
the doctor continue j, "that the state 
ticket is to be Porter and Lew Wallace.

Yesterday the rolling mill company 
was very glad to dismiss its suit, take 
back thirty-nine oar loads of short rails 
and agree to at once supply rails within 
the contract terms.

BBH HASRISON 


Oppose« By Ihe Kaighta of Labor oa 
iMoaal of His OpposlllOB to 
AaylblBf 1B Their 
Interest.

iNniABAPOUB, June 29.—Mr. E. F. 
Gould, a leading Knight of Labor, who 
went to Ohieago to oppose the nomina- 
tion of Harrison, was interviewed as to 
the cause. 


"Why are the members of your order 
so hostile to Mr. Harrison?" 


"The workingmen are opposed to hhn 
for many reasons," replied Mr. Gould. 
*'They are against him because of his 
avowed sympathy with leading railway 
corporations and his position upon Chi- 
nese emigration. 
His record in the 
United States senate is somewhat a 
blank, but wherever opportunity offered 
his personal influence was used in the 
interest of incorporated monopoly, while 
he himself usually dodged the issue. 


"When the Ciiinese restriction bill 
first came before the senate he spoke 
against it. 
When it came to a vote he 
cowardly dodged it. It passed the sen- 
ate, however, and was vetoed by the 
president. Subsequently it came to an- 
other vote, with a view to passing it 
over the president's head. In this case 
Mr. Harrison voted to sustain the veto. 
Later on, during the same ses.sion of 
congress, the same biit was again intro- 
duced, except that the prohibition of 
Chinese emigration was restricted for 
ten years instead of twenty as in the 
original bilL On that occasion Mr. Har- 
rison voted against the bill restricting 
Chinese emigration. In defending his 
position upon this subject among his 
republican associates at Indianapolis he 
argued that the Chinese ought to be en- 
franchised, and if the republican party 
would do this it would give them the 
Chinese vote. Then by allowiug unre- 
stricted emigration from China the party 
could populate America with Chinese 
votes to snit any emergency so long as 
they were true to the pOMy that granted 
them the right of suffrage." 


"Is this all there is against him?" 
"No, sir, it is not," emphatically 
plied Mr. Gonld. 
"Aside from his bad 
record in the senate, he is the attorney 
for numerous railways and teiegr^iph 
companies, and no confidence is placed 
in him by the masses who are seeking 
legislation which these institutiotis op 
pose. 
As an indication of his loyalty to 
railroad companies in times of emer 
gency, it is only necessary to refer 
his course pending the railroad strike of 
1877, on which occasion he implored 
the governor to order out the troops and 
shoot down the strikers. Governor Wil 
liams stoutly resisted 
his influence 
claiming that the men were peaceable 
and that there was no necessity for such 
aotion. 
At this he mustered np a com 
pany of his own and drilled the men, so 
as to have them in readiness in case 
emergency. 
Upon the same occasion 
he made a speech, from which the fol 
lowing is verbatim and substantiated by 
affidavits: 


" 'Were I the governor, I'd force 
those men back to work or shoot them 
down on the spot." 


"And upon another occasion during 
the same trouble he declared in a speech 
that 'A dollar a day and two meals are 
enough for any workingman."

The following description of a rail- 
way station In the Ural Mountains is 
taken from George Kennan's account of 
his trip across the Rossian frontier, in 
the Centui-y. 
It wm be read with sur 
prise and j>eciiliar interest by many in 
America, the railway country: 
"We 
were greatly surprised to find in this 
wild mining region of the Ural, and on 
the very r-emotest frontier of Euroi^ean 
Rnssia, a railroad so well built, perfectly 
equipped, and luxuriously appointed, as 
the road over which we were traveling 
from Perm to Ekaterineburg. 
The 
stations were the very best we had seen 
in Russia; the road-bed was solid and 
well ballasted; the rolling stock would 
aot have suffered in comparison with 
that of the best lines in the Empire; and 
the whole railroad projierty seemed to 
be in the most perfect possible order. 
Unusual attention evidently had been 
paid to the ornamentation of the grounds 
lying adjacent to the stations and the 
track. 
Even the verst-posts were set in 
neatly fitted mosaics three or four feet 
in diameter of colored Ural stones. The 
station of Nizhni Tagil, on the Asiatic 
slope of the 
mountains, where we 
stopi)ed half an hour for dinner, would 
have been in the highest degree credit- 
able to tho best railroad in the United 
States. 
The substantial station build- 
ing, M liicli was a hundred feet or more 
in liMi^th, Avith a covered 
platform 
tAvon'y feet wide extending along the 
wliolc fiont, was tastefully painted in 
sliades of brown and liad a red sheeting 
roof. 
It stood in the middle of a large, 
artisticiillj planned i>ark or garden, 
whose smooth, velvctv green sward was 
broken by beds of blooming flowers and 
shaded by the featherly 
foliage of 
graf'(>ful white-stemmod birches; whose 
winding walks were bordered by neatly 
triijiiiH'd hedges; and whose air was 
iillud w ith the perfume of wild roses 
and the murnnlring i)lash of falling 
water from tho slender jet of a sprink- 
ling fountain. 
Tho dining-room of the 
station had a floor of polished oak inlaid 
in geometriciil jjatterns, a high dado of 
dark, carA od wood, walls covered with 
oak-grain paper, and a stucco cornice in 
relief. 
Down tlio center of the room 
ran a l(mg «lining-table, beautifxilly set 
with tasteful china, snowy napkins, 
high glass oj)t>rgnos, and crvstal cande- 
labra, and ornamented with 
potted 
[)hints, little cedar trees in green tubs, 
bouiincts of cut flowers, artistic jn-ramids 
of i)()lis]HMl wine-bottlos, druggists' jars 
of colored water, and an aquarium full 
offish, ])lants, and artificial rock-work. 
The chairs arotind the table were of 
dark, hard wood elaborately turned and 
carved; at one end of the room was., 
costly clock as large as an American 
jeweler's regul ator," and at the other 
end stood a linire bronzed oven by 
whieli the a}>artment was warmed in 
winter. 
The Avaiters were all in even- 
ing dress, with low-cut 
waistcoats, 
spotless shirt-fronts, an<l white ties; 
and the cooks, who filled the waiters' 
orders as in an English grill-room, were 
dressed from In^ad to foot in white linen 
and wore si juaro wliite caiis. 
It is not 
an exaggeration to say that this was one 
of the neatest, most tastefully fur- 
nished, and most attractive public din- 
ing-rooms that I even entered in any 
part of the world; and as I sat there 
eating a well-cooked and well-served 
dinner of four courses, I found it utterly 
impossible to realize that I was in the 
unheard-of mining settlement of Nizhni
